Fight Begins 


On Controls 
Of Prices For 
Farm Produce

W ashington, Aug. 12 'A*) — Presi­ 
dent Edward O'Neal of the Ameri­ 
can Farm Bureau Federation testi­ 
fied today that any attempt to re­ 
instate 
price controls over 
meat, 
butter and other major farm pro­ 
ducts would bring "confusion and 
black markets.'* 
O'Neal was the first witness be­ 
fore the powerful new price decon­ 
trol board. He said It would "be a 
mistake 
to 
attem pt 
to 
recontrol 
grains, 
livestock, 
dairy 
products, 
cottonseed, soy beam and the pro­ 
ducts derived therefrom.’* 
Congress allowed these to remain 
free from controls when It revived 
OPA. But all will return under con­ 
trol August 21 unless the new board 
orders otherwise. 
Warns of Confusion 
Any attem pt to restore price con­ 
trols over major farm products with 
bumper production, he emphasized, 
certainly would "bring about all the 
confusion and black markets that 
existed prior to the expiration of the 
old price control legislation.” 
Speaking for the congressionally 
created 
board. 
Chairman 
Roy 
L. 
Thompson promised a "fresh, un­ 
biased viewpoint" that will result 
in decisions "free from the Influence 
of any other government agency." 
Specifically at issue today is tire 
future of OPA ceilings on grain, and 
even before the hearing got form­ 
ally underway spokesmen for farm ­ 
ers and the grain trade raised a cry 
of 
impending "black markets'* if 
controls are restored. 
Twenty Witness** 
Twenty witnesses were on tap for 
today. Tomorrow 23 others will take 
up the Issue of price ceilings on live­ 
stock and meat. W ednesday will be 
devoted to soybeans and cottonseed 
with another 20 slated to testify. 
Thirty-six have been asked to be 
heard on the subject of dairy pro­ 
ducts 
before 
the 
tearing* 
close 
Thursday night. 
In agreeing finally last month to 
revive OPA until next June, Con­ 
gress specified that those products 
were to remain free of price ceilings 
at least until August 20. Unless the 
decontrol board directs otherwise, 
the ceilings that were last In efTect 
will be reimposed on August 21. 
On the board with Thompson are 
Daniel W Bell, W ashington banker 
and former under secretary of the 
treasury, and George H. Mead, D ay­ 
ton.

sembly." 
The meaning of all this is that 
we have liere a clash between two 
political ism s-communism and the 
nationalistic dictatorship of Cluane 
Kai-sheks party—which are as far 
apart as the poles. Tile fundamental 
problem, therefore, is a scientific 
one—to discover a way of mixing oil 
and water. To put it more prosai­ 
cally, the peacemakers must find 
some basis which will permit of 
the establishment of a coalition 
government.

FOXTAIL LILY 
ADDS COLOR TO 


GARDEN PLOTS 


For 
the 
gardener 
who 
enjoys 
growing the unusual, and 
whose 
garden Is large enough to accommo­ 
date them , the spectacular and col­ 
orful erem urus, or foxtail lily, will 
well reward him for the extra effort 
in planting them . W hen well estab­ 
lished 
they 
produce 
tall, stately 
flower spikes th a t will rem ain in 
bloom for weeks and m any will not 
require transplanting for IO years, 
Erem urus is from the Greek m ean­ 
ing “lonely tail,” probably because 
J they were found growing in solitary 
and desert lands, which also a c - 1 
i counts tor the nam e desert candle. 
These hardy perennials of the lily 
I family need careful culture to pro­ 
duce the huge, magnificent hyaclnth- 
llke spikes studded with m yriads of, 
tiny flowers, which open from th e 1 
bottom upward. Tile stalks grow 
from five to nine feet tall, with about ' 
one-third to one-half covered with 
sparkling, small cupllke flowers in 
colors of coppery orange, pale yel­ 
low. bright pink and pure wiilte. 
with tufts of rosettes of narrow 
leaves forming at the base of the 
I plant. 
Form Unusual Sight 
Groups of 3 to 6 or more planted 
against a background of shrubbery 
are not only a beautiful but a most 
unusual sight. As a cut flower their 
lasting qualities cannot be excelled. 
Erem urus thrive in a sunny posi­ 
tion in very rich, well drained soil. 
As they are heavy feeders, the soil 
| can scarcely be too rich. After flow- 
ering In June or July the plant dis­ 
appears entirely, and annuals may 
be planted close to them to fill the 
vacant space until they reappear in 
early spring. Because they have a 
tendency to make new growth before 
all danger of frost Is past, it is wise 
to cover them with a box to protect 
the forming flower stalk from being 
frozen. If the tops freeze, no flowers 
will develop 
Because of their particularly brit­ 
tle roots, they m ust be planted very 
carefully.

TTse Of Stakes For
